BETTER LEGISLATIVE CONDI¬ 
TIONS. 

The constitution lias been amended 
to raise a practical standard, to set a 
new test of “ineligibility to office.” 
The object is to place in the constitu¬ 
tion a measure forbidding members 
of the legislature holding state offices 
during the terms for which they are 
elected. It removes at once and for 
all times the temptation on the part 
of the legislator to vote so as to se¬ 
cure tin 1 favor of the executive, in the 
hope that his subserviency will be 
rewarded by a job, and it removes the 
power of the executive to control 
legislation by any such method. It 
is one of the most important reform 
measures that has ever been sub¬ 
mitted to the people of California, and 
passed almost by a unanimous vote. 
It is above all a measure in favor of 
clean politics and better results in 
legislation. One temptation to create 
new boards and commissions and to 
make profitable and honorary jobs 
that involve expenditures has been 
done away with. 


When Babies Were Taxed. 

There was once a tax on babies in 
England, but it was only in force for 
a short time. The tax was put on in 
1695 and abolished in 1706. The 
higher up in society a man was the 
more lie had to pay for the privilege 
of being a happy father; a duke, for 
instance, had to pay £30, a marquis 
.£25, and so on. Nowadays the re¬ 
verse principle is in force, and the 
state allows so much rebate on in¬ 
come tax to those who have children 
and 30 shillings to mothers who are 
insured.

For the fiscal year just ended Cali¬ 
fornia banks show gains in assets 
over 1914-1915 of $88,895,381. 

For the previous year the jump in 
assets was only $14,424,621, and the 
gain is due to expansion of industries. 

“War orders” and increased prices 
of commodities are assigned as rea¬ 
sons for the better financial re¬ 
sources. 

Industries are the only real pro¬ 
ducers of surplus capital and differ 
from parasitic forms of wealth. 

Debts (private or public), taxes and 
money paid to useless officials and all 
idle capital are parasitic wealth. 

Money that is employing labor, de¬ 
veloping industries, improving human 
conditions by getting into general cir¬ 
culation, is a blessing.

—robbing it of its productive power? 
You certainly are. Every dollar sent 
away from your community robs it of 
just that much Of its power for good. 

But perhaps you are not an outside 
buyer. Then the responsibility rests 
even more heavily upon you to keep 
your money in the home channels of 
trade, because all of it came from 
the hard earnings of your neighbors 
and friends, and you have no right to 
deprive the community of the good it 
can do if circulated therein. 

Yes, we say no right. No man has 
any right to be disloyal to his com¬ 
munity. Deprive any man entirely 
-of community support and he becomes 
a pariah—worse than a Robinson 
Crusoe, for he is among his kind but 
not of them. What loneliness could 
be more terrible? 

If, then, you are thus dependent on 
your neighbors and friends, do you 
not owe them an equal allegiance? 
Are they to consult your interests 
while you ignore theirs? This were 
ingratitude of the basest sort. 

Just suppose, you patron of the out¬ 
side house, that for twelve months 
every citizen of your county followed 
your example and did all of his trad¬ 
ing away from home? What condition 
would your county be in? Would 
there be a solvent merchant in it? 
Not one. What of your schools, your 
churches, and all the qivilizing insti¬ 
tutions of our land? They might still 
survive if you bore all the expense— 
not otherwise. 

Think seriously of these things, you 
patron of the mail order house. Re¬ 
alize that if you have the right to 
deprive your community of your 
money, all your neighbors have an 
equal tight—then imagine the conse¬ 
quences. 

Don’t be an ingrate! If you have a 
dollar to spend, spend it at home. 
Thus it stays and works in the only 
spot on God’s earth in which you are 
interested. Send it away and it is 
gone forever.

JACK LONDON 
DEAD OE UREMIA 


Jack London, best known of Cali¬ 
fornia’s authors, died at his Glen Ellen 
(Cal.) ranch, near Santa Rosa, at 7:45 
o’clock Wednesday night, a victim of 
uremic poisoning. London was taken 
ill Tuesday night and found uncon¬ 
scious early the next morning by a 
servant who went to his room to 
awaken .him. 

His condition at first alarmed his 
sister, Mrs. Eliza Shepard, who sum¬ 
moned physicians from Santa Rosa. 
It was at first believed that the author 
was a victim of ptomaine poisoning, 
but later it developed that he was 
suffering from a severe form of 
uremia. 

Prom the time London was found he 
did not regain consciousness. About 
midday he seemed to rally, but later 
suffered a relapse and sank rapidly 
until the end came. 

London would have been 4l years 
old on January 12th. 

Jack London was born in San Fran¬ 
cisco, January 12, 1876. He entered 
the University of California, but did 
not complete his course. He left col¬ 
lege to go to the Klondike during the 
famous gold rush to Alaska.

Calculating the candle-power of a 
firefly’s light is no easy matter, espe¬ 
cially as it shows its brightest light 
only when in flight, but William H. 
Pickering of the Harvard astronom¬ 
ical station at Mandeville, Jamaica, 
managed to do it by comparing it 
with the light of certain stars. The 
Jamaican firefly gives a brighter light 
than those with which we in the 
states are familiar, and Pickering’s 
calculations are for that of the trop¬ 
ical insect. 

In a letter to Nature he says: 

“A great number of them fly along 
a neighboring road, and their position 
can be determined by their illumina¬ 
tion of the inclosing stone walls. 
Their brightness was found to equal 
that of the star Canopus, which was 
just over the road and at a rather low 
altitude.
